We acknowsdge, most 
freely, that we have a personal interest in 
this question. ‘The success of the Express 
mail would no doubt do a good deal to cur- 
tail the circulation Qf our paper in distant 
places. We do got ask that our interest 
should he taken into accounts in the c wse,— 
bu’ the circumstance that we are interested, 
will not, we hope, prevent the considera 
tions we may suggrst, fiom havi g thew 
due weight. Wemay say that in a pul- 
lic point of view it would be an evil to cut 
off the distant circulation of the extensively 
conducted papers in the political and con 
mercial metropolices of the pation. These 
papers can only support their heavy expen- 
ses by the income of large circulatiois, and 
they contain more iull siatements on many 
subjects than can be contained in the local 
papers, and it is desirable that these fuller 
statements should be extensively seen, But 
all this is matier of moor considetation, 
compared with the enormous Wrong in prin- 
* ciple, upon which the Express mail ts tu be 
established, and the enormous wrong in 
practice Which it will devolve upon the 
great mass of the community.’ The great 
business of the mails should be, to diffuse 
intelligence as completely ant) as evenly as 
possifile, and as repidly as is consistent with 
the other greatobjecits. [tis not tor the 
Post Master General to pick one letier in 
ten out of the mass, end send them off with 
great speed, while the mass are leit behind 
neglected, and the more veglected, for the 
eclat which is attempted to be attached to 
the favored Express. | . 

‘The idea of an Express mail did not ori 
ginate with any portion of the people, and 
we say With confidence that it is not desired 
by any portionof the people. The met- 
chants would of course be the principal sup- 
porters of the Express, A great propor 
tion of their letters must go by that couvey 
anre,—not because they would choo-e to 
pay treble postage for any br nefit they would 
gain by the saving of tine, especially as 
money is not permitted to be conveyed, but 
because, ifa part send by the Express, all 
must dose There is no such arrangement 
so far as we have ever beard, in the mail de- 
partment of any other goveroment on earth 
We were ourselves the unloriunate cause 
of the seg ze-tion, by starting our Black Po- 
ny. Major Barry, insiedd of taking a hint 
to pul tie whole mail esiablishment on a 
better footing, undertogk to drive us off by 
Belting up .an Express atthe government x- 
pense to supply our neighbors as p' omptly 
as wesupplied ourselves. His horses with
